The Citi- 
zens' Reform League has discovered 
that tiioir names are being stricken by 
the score from the registration books. 
The Gorman machine registration offi- 
cers are doing this under instructions 
from the city bosses. The league is in 
possession of trustworthy information 
that the intention of the bosses is to cut 
off 5,000 colored men from voting this 
Fall. 
The ring has two more days in 


which to do its dirty work. Its game, 
however has been blocked, partly by the 
Reform League appointing three law- 
yers at each of the 20 registration offices 
with instructions to defend all cases 
coming under their observation. 


The World's Baltimore special says: 


W. Benton Crisp has sent in hia resig- 
nation as President of the Democratic 
City Convention. In his communication 
he explains that he cauuot remain offi- 
cially with the party so long as the con- 
vention simply registers the decrees of 
two or three unscrupulous bosses. The 
men who control the city convention, 
he declares, have resorted systematically 
to fraudulent methods to maintain their 
control and power. 


TJie Minister to Mexico Uivex I*p. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 0.—Judge Thomas 


Courtland Manning, Minister to Mexico, 
has resigned. 
Judge Manning ia in 


New York, and his resignation is in the 
State Department. Judge Manning's 
resignation is n reminiscence of last 
Winter. When first appointed to suc- 
ceed Minister Jackson, he went to Mex- 
ico and immediately imbibed a little 
wine, causing a scandal that evidently 
died out. The Senate Committee on 
Foreign Rotations after this promptly 
decided to report Jvulge Manning's nom- 
ination adversely. Such a report would 
have resulted in Manning's rejection by 
the Senate. To prevent such a humili- 
ating consummation, Manning's friends 
went bef jre the committee and promised 
that if a favorable report was made and 
Manning confirmed, he would tender 
his resignation at an early date. This 
ha has done in consummation of the 
bargain then made. 


Judge Manning hus not been in Mex- 


ico for some time. 
He baa been at 


home iu Louisiana t:tking part in a very 
bitter contest in politics iu his State. 
The next Legislature of that State elects 
two United States Senators to succeed 
Eustis and Gibson, and there are many 
candidates in the fight. It is to prepare 
his way for a candidacy for one of these 
ssats that the Judge has come home 
from Mexico. Mr. Manning's successor 
will, without doubt, be Thomas B. Con- 
aery, present Secretary of the Legation 
in Mexico, and now iu charge of affairs 
in Manning's absence. It is stated that 
Connery was a candidate for the Minis- 
tership at the City of Mexico, but ac- 
cepted the Secretaryship of the Legation 
with a promise lhat he should be made 
Minister in event of Mr. Manning's 
resignation.

In an interview Sulli- 


van Enid: 


" Mr. Phillips is a perfect gentleman 


and there is not the slightest doubt but 
our trip will be a successful one and 
will prove a bonanza to us, as on my 
arrival in England I will give ten or 
twelve exhibitions and will do my ut- 
most to bring about an exhibition be- 
tween Jem Smith and myself. If the 
plan fails I will challenge the winner of 
the Smith-Kilrain match for $5,000 a 
side, and endeavor to come back to tho 
Hub a victor. It was very funny to 
hear the idle prattlo of Charley Mitchell 
while be remained in Boston. Why, I 
have repeatedly given him a chance to 
have a ' go ' both in public aud in 
private; but the usual answer from Mitch- 
ell was, ' There is no blooming dust in 
it, John."

Oun COMING NAVT.—The foithcoming 


report of the Secretary of tho Navy will 
refer to the great progress made since 
his previous report in building up the 
new navy. 
It is intended that every 


feature provided for by Congress will b» 
amply referred to. 
Eor the benefit of 


the next Congress it is understood that 
Secretary Whitney will have prepared 
by the Bureau of Construction and Re. 
pairs elaborate descriptions of every 
vessel now building or the plans for 
which have been agreed upon. This 
will include the five great monitors, the 
cruisers, gunboats, plans for harbor de- 
fense, the armored 
battle ship and 


cruiser, the pneumatic dynamite gun- 
boat and the torpedo boat. 


Very few men in public life seem to 


realize that there are now in process of 
building, authorized to be built or nearly 
completed, what would moko a fleet of 
over twenty vessels of modern type. 
A 


detailed account of the progress of the 
work, together •with a description of each 
vessel, will enable Senators und Repre- 
sentatives to readily understand that at 
last a comprehensive plan for building a 
navy worthy of our flag is making rapid 
progress. 


In this connection naval officers point 


with pride to the fact that not since the 
war has Congress ever shown so much 
confidence in a Secretary of the Navy as 
it has in the present bead of that 
department. 
It gave Secretary Whit- 


ney 
$2,000,000 
to 
expend 
upon 


means for harbor defenses, 
leaving 


the scope of the plan eutirely^to his 
judgment. A Board is now considering 
the plan to be submitted for bis approval 
As already announced iu the Herald, 
the probability is that monitors will be 
tho main feature, as there are uheady 
five of these formidable vessels nearing 
completion. The general pban of de- 
fence will include auxilary vessels to 
operate in conjunction with the moni- 
tors. The appropriation of $2,000,000 
will be expended in providing for this 
class of defence. 


But perhaps the confidence of Con- 


gress and the country in the integrity 
and capacity of Secretary Whitney can 
be most forcibly exemplified by a brief 
summary of thu entire bulk of appro- 
priations which have been made for the 
increase of the navy to be disbursed by 
him. 
The closing session of the Forty- 


eighth Congress appropriated $3,000,- 
000 for cruisers and gan-boats; the first 
session of the Forty-ninth appropriated 
55,000,000 for two iron-oiuds and §1,- 
500,000 for a large nnarmored cruiser, 


anil inoreanod Iho amount (or Iho New- 
ark from $1,100,000 to $1,300,000; also 
$2,500,000 (o complete tho monitors, 
exclusive of armament; also $350,000 
for a dynamite cruiser and $100,000 for 
a first-class torpedo boat. The last ses- 
sion of tho Forty-ninth Congress appro- 
priated $1,100,000 for two nineteen knot 
cruisers and two 1,700 ton gunboats; 
$4,000,000 toward the armament of all 
tho authorized ships, $0,000,000 for ar- 
mor and $2,000,000 for coast dofenso.as 
above sot forth. The grand total up to 
March 4th last waa $27,300,000 in two 
years' administration. 
This is nearly 


$13,050,000 • year, or nearly equal to 
the largest amount appropriated for new 
constructions during any single year of 
tho civil war.

300 of his warriors on this spot.

receive one and one-half pounds of beef 
per ration, but you get only half a pound; 
yet we do not work, bat ride and visit 
as we please. 
See your little log houses 


and farms. You are the white man's 
slave. He is teaching yon to labor only 
that you may lose your war paint. 
The 


red man was made by the Great Spirit 
to hunt and to fight. It is the white 
man's business to work. 
He is only a 


soldier when he is paid."

The color of tho 3-cent stamp (issues

will be vermillion instead of 


green. 


About the same time the following 


changes will be made in the embossed 
stamps on stamped envelopes: 


The 1-cect stamps will be printed 


from a new die of the head of Franklin 
after the bust by Caracci. 


The 2-cent stamp will be green instead 


of metallic red, and will contain the head 
of Washington, from a new die, after 
the statute by Houdon. 


The 4-cent stamp will be carmine in- 


stead of green. 


The 5-cent stamp will be dark blue 


instead of chocolate brown, aud will 
contain the "head of Grant instead of 
that of Garfleld. 


The 30-cent stamp will be broirn iu- 


Btead of black. 


The 90-cent stamp will be purple in- 


stead of carmine. 


In addition to these changes, the bor- 


der around the 1, 2, i and 5-cent em- 
bossed stamps will be somewhat differ- 
ent from the borders now used, the fol- 
lowing being a description of the new 
design: On the upper portion of an 
elliptical band, between two serrated 
lines are the words "United States Post- 
age," in white letters, on the lower 
portion of the band are words in the 
same stylo of lettering, indicating the de- 
nomination, which is also shown by an 
Arabic numeral in a shield at the bot- 
tom. 
The upper and lower portions of 


the band are separated by an eight- 
pointed rosette on each side of the 
stamp.
